tax higher than 18 mills would pos- 
sibly serve'only to reduce the amount 
of taxable property without bringing 
an increase in revenue. The indeb't- 
ednes cannot be greatly lowered as 
long as there are four separate schools 
to maintain within the city, unlesr 
trie school district is greatly enlarged 
This is not very highly probable in 
view of conditions. 


"Such a-high School'building that 


would adequately serve the needs of 
the community, for 75 years, the ex- 
pected lite' of a school plant, would 
cost around .$100,000.00, acotding to 
careful estimates School bonded in- 
debtedness cannot exceed G per cent 
it the assessed valuation of the school 
district. Only a very small part of 
this sum could be raised 
through 


bonds, on account of this limit. The 
present high school building is safe, 
according to school engineers.' How- 
ever, if it should settle any more, it 
would have to be abandoned im- j 
mediately.

LL over Arkansas this spring \vo are rending nbont an irt« 


tensive drive for the planting of more feeclstuffs and 


less cotton. The bankers see 10-cent cotton coming this fall. 
Strangely enough, when cotton is cheap, food is scarce—al- 
though botli of them come .from the soil. 


Whatever elao happens, food is important. So the bank- 


ers today are. asking which it. is that Arkansas is depending 
on for food—cotton, or the farm? 


This seems like a strange question. It makes out cot- 


ton to be a case of the tail wagging the dog, But there is 
nothing strange about that. The tail has wagged the dog for 
many years, in industry as well as agriculture. It is a matter 
Of making money, and because for several generations the 
South found it profitable to sell cotton and buy food, it has 
continued to do so—long after the profit-making possibilities 
vanished. 


Today, the cotton farmer is up against the same prob- 


lem that confronts the small manufacturer. There was a time 
in American history when anyone with /in iron .smelter, n 
rolling mill or an axle-works, could find a market for his 
product. There was a demand for raw iron and steel from in- 
dependent producers, because iron was comparatively new. 
But when the industry had become established, huge com- 
bines reached out after ore mines, steamships, railroads, 
smelters and rolling mills—and the little plants were wiped 
out. 


That is, unless they produced something besides the 


staple which the big fellows could make and sell cheaper 
than they could. The little fellow had to do one of two things 
—develop some kind of specialty, or go out of business. 


The farmer is fortunate in this respect, for the soil is 


more adaptable than a factory. As you journey through the 
North nowadays you see the toll which industrial changes 
have taken from the small factory men. There are silent 
smokestacks, and vacant buildings. Most of them were iso- 
lated plants. They seem to have had no industrial neighbors, 
and died of sheer loneliness. But where factories are group- 
ed together, the wheels are turning faster than ever, and 
things are prosperous. 
: 


The cotton farmer is more fortunate than the little fac- 


tory owner, but he has to meet essentially the same problem. 
Like iron, cotton is something that the world now has plenty 
of. Cotton still has—and always will have—a cash value. But

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it isn't enough to pny the running expense of the average 
farm, and buy food and food with. 


i 
The cotton farm has the advantage of the factory owner 


i in this, that he has two alternatives to quitting business. He 
| can keep on raising his staple crop, cotton, for cash, and 


I ju'ow his own food and feedstuff for his livestock; or like the 


i small factory owner, he may develop a specialty. 


The independent smelter who couldn't sell raw iron any 


longer, probably put up a factory by the side of his smelter 
and started manufacturing a patented kind of stove—and 
made money. So the cotton farmer, thrown back on his re- 
sources, may strike at the dairy, produce and poultry markets 
of the big cities. He can still grow cotton, and sell it; but 
the aid that he gets from these other lines makes him inde- 
pendent. 


Hempstcad county farmers have been aware for several 


years that trouble was coming in cotton. Tractors crawling 
across the- Texas plains raising cotton by the square mile, 
have put production up; and loss of American export busi- 
ness has brought demand down. The failure of exports is the 
more serious of the two. 


The British .textile manufacturers, keen for the lowest 


possible price, are buying their low-grade cotton from India; 
and in a New York Tribune cable dated March 22 we read 
about plans of the French government to build a railroad 
across the Sahara desert to reach fertile lands and slave 
labor. The story from France continues: 


"Cotton plantations on a large scale will be started in the 


Niger Valley and, according to estimates, France may in a 
short time become independent of American and British 
growers." 


Certainly the American cotton export business will be 


curtailed, but the, Southern States are still able to grow 
long-staple cotton which will sell at a premium in foreign 
markets. The South should cut out poor grade cotton en- 
tirely, and fight for the high-priced market. 


Hempstcad, already one of the banner truck counties 


of Arkansas, has nothing to fear from the tractor farmers 
of Texas, if she raises her own food. Texas can grow cotton 
cheaper per acre, but not per bale. More cultivation of less 
cotton will always keep this a valuable cash crop for local 
farmers.—W.

^ Its adherents now total' nearly 750,000, and the 
12 apostles, who constitute its chief governing body, 
include a United States senator, college presidents, 
scientists and engineers of national repute, journalists 
and business men. 


Joseph Smith, first president of the church, brought 


it into Jjeing in d New York farmhouse, and main- 
tained his headquarters wherever his wandering 
proselyting took him. 
/ Today one finds his seventh successor, Pres- 
ident Heber J. Grant, the first Utah-born pres- 
ident of the church, a very tall, erect, venerable 
and scholarly gentleman of'73, immaculate in 
his personal appearance, at his desk in the inner 
office of his'suite, a marvel of the interior dec- 
orator's art with strictly, modern appointments. 
It is on the ground floor of a graystone admin- 
istration building in the heart of Salt Lake City, 
and one block from the famous "Mormon" tem- 
ple and tabernacle.

offices of his two counselors and of the 12 
apostles.

growth of the "Mormon" church is a great drama. 


The church had its birth during the early youth 


of Joseph Smith, a farmer boy who was born at 


Sharon, Vermont, Dec. 23, 1805. 
His parents were of 


sturdy New England stock, whose ancestors came to Amer- 
ica from England in 1630. One of young Joseph's grand- 
fathers, Solomon Mack, served as a commissioned officer 
in the Revolution and in the War of 1812, and later 
helped to found Detroit, 


As a boy, Joseph Smith had a religious, prayerful home 


atmosphere. 
He studied the Bible and prayed during his 


boyhood, and according to his own story,'- received divine 
revelations following long prayer. 


At this time, Joseph Smith found in the Hill Cumorah. 


near his home, metal plates inscribed with Hebrew and 
Egyptian heiroglyphics, which, when translated, gave the 
sacred history of the American Indians. This translation, 
known as the Book of Mormon, gave the new church the 
name by which it has been commonly known ever since. 
It 


purports to be the ecclesiastical record pf the aboriginal 
inhabitants of this continent from the ancient migration of 
their ancestors from Palestine to South America. 


fTlHE cjjurch has had four great migrations. 
The first 


; JL took it to KirtlanU, Ohio. 
Thence it moved to the 


vicinity of Jackson county, in Missouri. 
From there 


it moved fc> Nauvoo, in Illinois; and honi Nauvoo it went 
on tb« longest trek of all, through the unsettled plains coun- 
try to the Great Salt Lake.

President Grant, for instance, is the head of a flourishing 
insurance business. His first counselor, Anthony W. Ivins, 
is a successful livestock and mining operator, and his second 
counselor, Charles W. Nibley, is a manufacturer arid 
financier. 


This is true of all other officers, including the J2 apos- 


tles. There is no professional priesthood. 'Every church 
officer supports himself.
